To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Fylde  Rural  District  Council. 
Madam  Chairman,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  the  Annual  Report 
of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1966. 

The  vital  statistics  for  the  area  remained  generally 
satisfactory  during  the  year. 

During  the  summer  of  1966  there  was  a further  outbreak 
of  milk  borne  food  poisoning.  The  vehicle  of  infection  was 
untreated  farm  bottled  milk  and  most  of  the  cases  occurred 
in  the  area  of  another  local  authority  where  the  milk  was 
retailed.  Four  persons  were  effected  by  the  illness  in  the 
Rural  District.  A considerable  amount  of  work  again  fell 
to  the  staff  of  the  Health  Department  and  also  onto  the  staff 
of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  at  Preston,  who 
gave  considerable  assistance  and  guidance  during  the  outbreak. 

It  is  once  more  my  duty  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  general 
public  to  the  dangers  arising  from  the  consumption  of 
untreated  farm  bottled  milk. 

My  thanks  again  are  due  to  my  colleagues  in  the  Health 
Department  for  their  loyalty  and  assistance.  To  you, 

Mr.  Chairman  and  the  members  of  the  Health  Committee  my 
appreciation  of  the  encouragement  and  support  afforded  me.

Slaughterhouses.  Food  and  Food  Premises.*. 

There  is  only  one  slaughterhouse  in  operation  in  the 
district,  and  this  is  a small  private  one  situated  in 
Freckleton.  All  animals  slaughtered  were  inspected  and 
details  of  meat  and  other  foodstuffs  dealt  with  are  set 
out  in  the  table  followings- 
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The  number  of  slight  ormen  at  tho-  end  of  the 

year  was  nine,  and  tne  number  erf*  visits  made  in  connection 
wH-Jn  tho  inapoction  of  food  was  125. 

There  are  seven  bakers  and/or  confectioners  in  the 
area  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.  119  visits 
were  made  to  food  premises  of  all  kinds.  Minor  defects 
were  remedied  without  the  need  for  formal  action,  but  legal 
proceedings,  which  were  successful,  had  to  be  taken  in  one 
case  of  unsatisfactory  food  preparation  room  and  equipment 
in  a licensed  restaurant. 


Forty  eight  premises  were  registered  for  the  sale  of 
ice  cream.  Of  these  5 sell  loose  ice  creams  2 sell  loose 
and  wrapped 5 and  4-1  sell  wrapped  only.  3 Premises  are 
registered  for  the  manufacture  of  ice  cream  and  all  use  the 
hot-mix  method  of  production. 


Twenty  five  samples  of  ice  cream  were  submitted  to 
the  laboratory  for  examination,  and  all  were  found  to  be 
satisfactory  to  the  tests  carried  out.  63  inspections  were 
made  at  ice  cream  premises. 

Four  premises  are  registered  for  the  manufacture  of 
cooked  meat  products  and  all  were  found  to  be  satisfactory.

No  action  was  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925. 

Under  Regulation  20  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (General) 
Regulations,  1959,  5 notices  were  served  requiring 

pasteurisation  or  milk  found  to  be  infected  with  brucella 
organisms;  one  notice  was  withdrawn.  As  described  in 
previous  reports,  the  result  of  all  this  sampling,  reporting, 
serving  and  withdrawing  of  notices,  checking  and  re-checking 
is  practically  nil. 


FACTORIES 


There  were  66  factories  on  the  register  on  the  31st 
December,  1966,  l4  inspections  were  made.  With  about  five 
exceptions  the  factories  are  mainly  of  the  small  owner- 
occupied  type. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 


Conversion  of  privy  middens  and  pail  closets  continued, 
mainly  in  connection  with  improvement  grants.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING  AND  SALVAGE 

A weekly  collection  of  refuse  is  provided  throughout  the 
district,  and  all  refuse  continued  to  be  disposed  of  at  the 
Whinbrick  tip.  The  establishment  of  vehicles  consisted  of 
one  Dennis  Paxit  IIIA  50  cu.  yd.  rear  compressor;  and  three 
18  cu.  yd.  Karrier  diesel  fore  and  aft  tippers.  One  12  cu.  yd. 
fore  and  aft  Karrier  is  held  in  reserve  for  breakdowns  and 
special  collections.  Some  disruption  of  service  arose  when 
one  of  the  18  cu.  yd.  vehicles  caught  fire,  the  cab  being 
totally  destroyed.  The  vehicle  was  off  the  road  for  some 
months.  The  position  was  further  aggravated  when  the  tractor 
was  also  severely  damaged  by  fire. 

The  staff  was  increased  by  one  collector  and  the  Council 
agreed  to  allow  four  hours  overtime  each  week  in  order  to 
maintain  the  weekly  service  in  face  of  the  ever  increasing 
volume  of  refuse  being  produced.  Twenty  men,  including  four 
drivers, were  engaged  upon  refuse  collection.  One  man  is 
employed  as  salvage  baler,  and  another  as  tip  attendant. 

Day  to  day  supervision  is  exercised  by  a foreman  under  the 
general  direction  of  the  Public  Health  Inspector. 
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Waste  paper  continued  to  be  sold  to  Thames  Board

MO VBABL E DWELL INGS 

There  were  86  sites  in  the  area  used  for  camping 
purposes  during  1966.  Cf  these  7 were  licensed  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936 5 74-  were  licensed  under 

the  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act,  i960 ; 
and  5 were  unauthorised  summer  tenting  sites. 

The  number  of  caravans  concerned  in  these  sites 
licensed  under  the  i960  Act  was  2,4-89  and  it  is  estimated 
that  the  maximum  number  of  campers  resident  in  the  area 
at  one  time  during  the  summer  season  was  between  5 and 
6 thousand, 

446  caravans  were  used  for  residential  purposes, 

172  visits  were  made  to  caravan  and  camping  sites. 
Successful  legal  proceedings  were  taken  in  the  cases 
of  two  sites  which  did  not  comply  with  licence  conditions. 
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WATER  SUPPLY
